view in which he also expressed 
the conviction that two French ex- 
plorers are correct in believing they 
have found the queen's ancient 
capital on the northern boundary 
of the Ruba-el-Khali desert. 
He discussed the flight of the 
Frenchmen, Andre Malraux and 
Capt. Corniglion Molinier, and re- 
called his own experiences in south 
Arabia a few yeap ago. 
Commander 
C r a u f o r d , who 


claimed to have discovered the 
."lost" Land of Ophlr, told The Mail 
that while he was there he studied 
secret Arabic histories about 800 
years old which contained stories 
of Queen Ballcis and her capital. 
Balkis is the Mohammedan name 


for the queen of Sheba. 
The histories suggested, he said, 
that the famous goods she carried 
to the great King Solomon were 
not gifts—but merely trade sam- 
ples. 
Ophlr was famed for its rich 


gold mines. They are said to have 
been the source of most of Solo- 
mon's fabulous wealth. 


The queen was described in tie 


histories, the commander said, as 
tall, slender and beautiful and pos- 
sessed of extremes of character. 
Her loveliness veiled a fury. Al-

charm and wisdom, she could rage 
like a tigress. 
Sometimes she was called the 


cloven-footed devil, Crauford re- 
counted.

The so-called "un- 
written law" is invoked, as always 
in such circumstances; however, no 
such law exists and it is merely 
used as an excuse for private 
vengeance. If this is tolerated, the 
whole structure of the law breaks 
down and there is nothing to pre- 
vent any private citizen from re- 
dressing his private grievances by 
any means which he cares to use 
We are then back in the days of 
semi-savagery, where the rule of 
force is the only law, and where the 
strongest prevail. 
For Jury To Say. 
"The assertion is made that a 
Cass county jury would not convict 
on this evidence. Under such cir- 
cumstances as this, I do not believe 
that the prosecuting officers are 
justified in proceeding on this as- 
sumption. A grave crime has been 
committed, and if the man guilty of 
this crime is to be released, the 
responsibility should rest on a jury 
and not on the prosecutors.

Pos- 
tal officials, promptly notified by 
air mail zone commanders of the 
changed situation, struggled to give 
the fastest possible train routings 
to stacks of mail shunted back to 
them by Sunday's order. 
For Few Days Only. 
The interruption of service Is not 
expected to last for more than two 
or three days. Major 
General 
Foulois hoped to have a modified 
"fair weather" schedule ready by 
Wednesday. 
The air corps chief believes a re- 
vised air mail map, with planes 
and men to fly it, will be in shape 
by midweek, with the 18 routes 
which were being flown until to- 
day reduced to about a dozen. 
The coast-to-coast "backbone" of 


the air mail will be preserved in 
the new setup. 
Grounding of the entire air mail 
service followed President 
Roose- 
velt's statement of Saturday tnat 
deaths among army mail couriers 
"must stop." The white house state- 
ment was considered by many air 
corps men today as the sharpest re- 
buke given the army hi years. These

An emergency air mail bill, pro- 
viding funds for temporary army 
operation, may get a senate vote 
before night, although considerable 
debate is in prospect.

An amendment prepared by Sen- 
ator Vandenburg. republican.

Leaders 
of both parties conceded the bloc 
probably would succeed. Should it 
pass the senate, however, a veto 
by President Roosevelt awaits it. 
The real test today was to come 
on a motion to discharge the ways 
and means committee from con- 
sideration of the bill. The veterans 
bloc was confident it would have 
little difficulty in passing this mo- 
tion. 
A majority vote in favor would 
bring the measure up for final ac- 
tion. Pre-session indication pointed 
to a quick dispatch of the bill to 
the senate. That chamber already 
has defeated one cash bonus pro- 
posal this session. 


Advocates Meet Sunday. 
Even opponents of the Patman 
bill conceded that only a last min- 
ute rally of democratic administra- 
tion followers and republicans who 
a» opposed to issuance of the 
"greenbacks" could prevent passage. 
A hundred optimistic advocates 


— democrats, republicans and farm- 
er-laborites — met yesterday in ex- 
ecutive session for two hours. 
Emerging. Representative Pat- 


man, 
democrat. Texas, leader of 


the group, said : 
"We feel confident we will get 
much more than a majority vote 
of the house." 
The group, included in the 145 
signers of the Lundeen petition on 
the bill, decided to support the Pat- 
man measure as it stands after re- 
jecting proposed amendments to 
alter the method of payment.

The railroads are asking that the

ROM an old and valued friend and reader, this 


letter comes:

Star since 1913, a period of over twenty years, and

which the American people rebelled. 


And in emphasizing moral and spiritual values in 


the conduct of business, in pleading for conceptions 
of honor and integrity in the channels of trade and 
commerce, and in the relationships between individ- 
uals, President Boosevelt has made a distinct con- 
tribution to the American people. He is a good man. 
Instinctively, he appeals to that which is wholesome, 
inspiring, and invigorating in character. That had to 
be done if faith in government were to be renewed. 
People had to be made to believe once again that 
there was a force in Washington— alert, militant, de- 
voted to common honesty— which was willing and 
ready to take up the cudgels against unbridled rule 
of selfish interests.

All of these charges may be made, and may be 


supported stoutly with argument drawn from the ex- 
periences of men. 


But on one point thsre can be no controversy. 


This country was drifting miserabl7. seemingly head- 
ed u»ward confusion and ruin. It was in thr words 
of Mr. Roosevelt's predecessor, a war of attrition.

For instance, Nebraska auto owners are benefiting 
again this year by a reduction of more than 50 per 
cent in license fees, through legislation which went 
into effect a year ago; whereas, in a good many oth- 
er states they are still paying excessive rates for the 
privilege of operating cars on the highways. 


In Michigan, the home of the automobile indus- 


try, the state has been collecting annual license taxes 
ranging from $14.30 on the 
very lightest cars to 


$32.45 on the heaviest ones. These figures were de- 
termined by applying a "weight tax" of 55 cents per 
100 pounds to all vehicles. Now the citizens of the 
Wolverine commonwealth are hailing with joy a re- 
duction in the scale to 35 cents a hundred, just 
made by the legislature at its special session. This 
brings the fees down to a minimum of $9.10 and a, 
maximum of $20.65 for private passenger cars. 


But even these new and reduced rates are quite 


a little above what Nebraskans paid before the cut 
went into effect here in 1933. Up to that time every- 
body paid either $8 or $12 a year, depending on 
whether the shipping weight of his car was under 
or over 2,700 pounds. The legislature, under pres- 
sure of popular demand for a reduction, lowered 
these charges to $3 and $5, with 2,800 pounds as the 
dividing line. As matters stand now, car owners in 
Nebraska get off 45 to 75 per cent better than their 
fellow citizens in Michigan. 


One reason why Michigan finds it necessary to col- 


lect higher license fees on cars is that the money 
does not all go for highway maintenance, as in Ne- 
braska, but some of it is diverted for relief and other 
governmental purposes. Thus, auto owners are taxed 
more than their fair share to meet the general costs 
of government. For that matter, they are overtaxed 
in Nebraska and all other states, what with the 
property tax, the manufacturers' excise tax, the fed- 
eral and state levies on gasoline and oil, the driv- 
ers' license tax, etc., loaded on top of the regular 
license fees. But Michigan socks them so much 
harder than Nebraska in this one particular that 
CornhuskeV motorists ought to feel lucky they dont 
live up in the peninsula state. 


Nebraskans can congratulate 
themselves 
gener- 


ally on the fact that public taxation here, burden- 
some as it seems, is considerably below the average 
for the 
whole country. 
Expenditures of 
public 


money, on the whole, are on a more 
conservative 


basis here than in most of the states, and the peo- 
ple get more for the taxes they contribute.

They are not ignorant of the 
infirmities of this procedure, but 
these are as dust in the balance 
compared with its freedom and its 
power. Only by investing the citizen 
with the duties and the advantages 
of political self-sovereignty can he 
escape the evils of personal despot- 
ism.

The first words in the sketch on 
his life were: Frederick the Great 
was one of the greatest blackguards 
of ~ history. Next to this Sidney 
Dark's life sketches of the twelve 
bad men were two fat volumes, 
under the title, "Frederick the 
Great, a Superman." 
Can you beat that? Rather a 
strong divergence of opinion is it 
not? Space and time do not allow 
me to discuss the merits and de- 
merits of Frederick, but from an 
unbiased point of view one must 
admit that he surely was a hard- 
boiled boy, and some. He caused 
more 
human 
suffering, 
misery, 


wretchedness and poverty and tears 
than any other personage of the 
Eighteenth century. How his wor- 
shipers can ever whitewash him for 
showing a white feather in battle 
and running away from his soldiers 
and leaving them in the bloody 
shambles of battle to which he 
drove them is not clear. 
Sometime ago the high schools 
and colleges of our cities questioned 
the students as to whom they con- 
sidered the greatest men in his- 
tory. They named many great ana 
noble men. and some even named 
Napoleon and Frederick the Great. 
If these youths will study carefully 
and analyze the characters of these 
great aggressors and egoists, and 
study the man himself—his heart 
and his aims, he will come to the 
realization that they were not really 
so great, and they did not really 
accomplish so much tor posterity. 
War of aggression never pays, we 


have good proof of that. Did the 
debacle of 1914-18 settle anything? 
Quite the contrary. Napoleon was 
humbled to the dust. I wonder if 
during his time of exile if he ever 
though of the thousands that he 
drove uselessly to Russia into a 
futile campaign there to freeze and 
starve to death.

All that one 
produced on a piece of land would 
belong to the producer and would 
remain as a reward for his effort. 
Farmer and laborer; here is the 
way. 
Under the present system of 
taxation the government is trying 
to conserve the interest of all by 
limiting production. To show that 
this is fundamentally impossible of 
operation, consider what this means. 
Suppose we try to conform to this 
requirement of government control 
(reduce planting): owing to fav- 
orable conditions the yield at har- 
vest time is large, what or our at- 
tempt to reduce the yield? 
The 
better method to handle this prob- 
blem should be a better and more 
economical distribution system. The 
whole system under which we are 
now working is at cross purposes. A 
new hybrid corn which yields many 
times more than the old kinds: more 
intensive methods proposed, fertili- 
zation material applied and better 
methods offered and then In the 
face of all of this and the fact that 
a large per cent of the people do 
not have all they need of these 
products, comes the government re- 
strictions. Something very out of 
Joint in this matter. Take off the 
enormous tax burden and business 
of every kind would «o ahead like a 
balloon would rise when relieved of 
ballast. Give the Henry George tax 
a thought, see how simple its appli- 
cation.

Walsh Not Enthusiastic 


Over Prospects of 


New Yorkers.

12—(.INS)—Two years ago, tney 
were the' talk of baseball and the 
toast of sonnet and song. Today, 
they're just Joe Cantillon's nome- 
for-the-aged in big league uniforms, 
a ball club that combines the mel- 
low dignity of age with the inevit- 
able flatness of the foot.

Mr. Joe 
McCarthy, the manager, didn't ex- 
actly say that today, ' ut he didn t 
deny it, either. 
Frowns On Futurities. 


"Why

strength for unknown 'futurities' in 
a race like this? Any bod can win 
it."The man seemed a little bellicose 
about it. Perhaps he's beginning to 
vaguely resent a few unkind allu- 
sions to his management, but the 
question is whetner faithful, old 
retainers like Ruth, Uhle, Combs, 
Ruffing and even Lazzeri represent 
known strength or admitted weak- 
ness. They've been around just 
long enougn to be too long. 


Of course, there are also iren like 
Bill Dickey, the catcher; liou Geh-

(Baltimore pitcher I , the younger-middle 
set, which somehow seems to be trailing 
off (Gomez was bad, Chapman and Laz- 
zeri were fair and Oehns- *as merely 
good) 
and the doddering, o.d souls wh.o 
lomehow seem to be staying on, though 
nobody knows exact'y why. As Mr. Mc- 
Carthy sa>s, it's anyboay's ball race, but, 
in malting that statement, he overlooks 
one team.
